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Gag Us With a Gag Order 

Judge Steven Bromberg sides with prosecutors, bans defense lawyers from talking to Weekly about jailhouse snitches 
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J ust after 7 p.m. on May 15,2012, 
Hector Omar Rochas took his 
final breath while standing on a 
sidewalk outside his Anaheim 
apartment, located about 11 minutes from 
Disneyland. Men in a stolen, dark Honda 
sedan raced up; the front passenger door 
opened, and a gunman wearing a bandana 
over his face and sunglasses emerged, 
yelling, “Eastside” before firing two or 
three shots from a semi-automatic, 9 mm 
weapon. The unarmed Rochas, 29, col¬ 
lapsed, a bullet hole 
in his forehead. A 
sobbing woman 
standing over the 
body unsuccessfully 
pleaded in Spanish, 
“Don’t go!” 

In the weeks 
following the mur¬ 
der in Citron Street 
gang territory, Ana¬ 
heim police sepa¬ 
rately arrested 20-year-old Gabriel Calde¬ 
ron and Richard Madriles, 22, and placed 
them inside the city jail, where they 
were targeted for a carefully concocted, 
government deception program. Officers 
claim they caught Calderon for possessing 
alcohol and Madriles, a convicted felon, 
for a parole violation. In truth, authori¬ 
ties hoped to tie the men, both alleged 
members of the Eastside Anaheim gang, 
to Rochas’ execution. 

As with Calderon and Madriles, most 
Orange County residents probably assume 
police must always issue Miranda warn¬ 
ings—the right to remain silent, etc.— 
before they question an arrestee about a 
crime. That’s a mistaken notion. It is true 
cops are banned from playing any role 
in soliciting statements from defendants 
who’ve been advised of charges by a judge 
and have legal representation. (Circum¬ 
venting such restrictions is known as a 
Massiah violation.) But judges have cre¬ 
ated a window of time between a suspect’s 
arrest and a court arraignment when cops 
can employ lies and trickery to win self- 
incriminating statements. 

One ruse occurs when an officer places 
detainees in a cop car, activates a hidden 
recording device, then leaves the targets 
alone under the assumption they can speak 
candidly about their situation. Another 
sham involves housing a suspect in a cell 
with a person pretending to be a fellow 
arrestee. That cellmate, however, is either an 
undercover cop or a confidential informant. 

The authority for such deceit stems 
from a 1990 U.S. Supreme Court case, 
Illinois v. Perkins. By a vote of 8 to 1, the 
justices whittled away at the Found¬ 


ing Fathers’ belief that the government 
shouldn’t be able to force citizens to 
become witnesses against themselves. 

The court’s stated logic for this expansion 
of police power was that if an arrestee 
erroneously believes he or she isn’t speak¬ 
ing to the cops, then any subsequent 
confession can’t be the illegally coerced 
product of state power. 

Last year, the Weekly introduced two 
of the region’s most prolific snitches used 
in so-called Perkins operations: then-39- 
year-old Raymond Cuevas and 35-year-old 
Jose Paredes, both violent, career Mexi¬ 
can Mafia-associated criminals who’d be 
serving life-in-prison sentences if they 
hadn’t wiggled their way into the good 
graces of cops (see “Meet OC and LA’s 
Law Enforcement’s Favorite Rats,” Sept. 
10,2014). Police have shuffled Cuevas and 
Paredes in and out of jails in Orange and 
Los Angeles counties for years with tax- 
payer-funded jobs to extract confessions. 

On May 24,2012, the Anaheim Police 
Department used Cuevas and Paredes 
on Madriles, then, two months later, 
on Calderon. Nearly double in age and 
possessing higher rank in the Mexican 
Mafia-run underworld, the snitches acted 
as if they were hardened, unflinching 
hoodlums who despised cops. First, they 
implied they were sympathetic to their 
targets’ plight. Then they requested details 
of the killing, supposedly to help Calde¬ 
ron and Madriles beat potential charges. 
Detectives claim the chicanery worked. 

For three years, prosecutors inside the 
Orange County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) have worked to keep defendants, 
their lawyers, judges and juries near¬ 
clueless about the informants and the 
magnitude of their work. In some cases— 
including People v. Nuzzio Begaren, which 
involved a 1998 cop killing—they simply 
hid the records. In other cases, deputy DAs 
doctored records, supplying misleading, 
inaccurate or incomplete information. As 
I discovered, defense lawyers in the same 
courthouse were given contradictory snitch 
reports that, without extensive investiga¬ 
tion and luck, couldn’t be penetrated. In 
interviews and in court appearances, pros¬ 
ecutors insist the sole reason for secrecy is 
to protect the lives of Cuevas and Paredes— 
and, in their mind, that goal outweighs the 
constitutional rights of defendants. 

But their argument is weak. The only 
folks who would want the rats killed are 
the ones who’ve known of their betrayal 
for at least half a decade: Mexican Mafia 
members and associates. These infor¬ 
mants have appeared in open court. Pub¬ 
licly available transcripts contain their 
names and testimony. A122-week-old 


California Court of Appeal decision fea¬ 
tures the pair and raises questions about 
their use. They’ve even garnered exten¬ 
sive newspaper coverage. 

The real reason for the secrecy is to 
shield the Perkins operations from scru¬ 
tiny. As my aforementioned story out¬ 
lined, Cuevas and Paredes have routinely 
utilized illegal tactics to secure confes¬ 
sions. Government agents, even snitches, 
can’t use the threat of violence (stick) or 
promise of illicit bounty (carrot). Prosecu¬ 
tors are aware of these restraints imposed 
by the U.S. Supreme Court in 1991’s Arz- 
zona v. Fulminante, and yet they’ve chosen 
to shield the informants’ abuses from dis¬ 
closure rather than rebuke them. OCDA’s 
willingness to cheat even when it’s 
entirely unnecessary—such as in People v. 
Scott Dekraai— can’t be overstated. 

During the March 2014 preliminary 
hearing for Calderon and Madriles, 
defense lawyers Dave Swanson and Ste¬ 
phen Crandall asked deputy DA Gary 
LoGalbo, a former cop, to name the 
informants. LoGalbo refused. Superior 
Court Judge Scott Steiner, whose biggest 
campaign contributors are police unions, 
sustained the objection. Steiner also didn’t 
care about the rats’ tactics. “I just don’t 
see how it matters,” declared the judge, a 
former OCDA prosecutor. 

Incredibly, LoGalbo remains stead¬ 
fast that the public should not learn the 
informants’ names because of the alleged 
“sensitivity of this information.” On June 
12, he refused to surrender long-withheld 
discovery involving Cuevas and Pare¬ 
des—or even say their names—to Swanson 
and Crandall unless they met two condi¬ 
tions: They would limit knowledge of the 
records to individuals working on the case, 
and they would never enlighten journalists 
about the contents. (The Weekly was spe-

cifically mentioned during the hearing.) 

Swanson and Crandall argued they 
oppose any ruling that limits their 
defenses—especially on who they can 
consult. Judge Steven Bromberg posed 
dumbfounded. He asked the deputy DA, 
“Haven’t [the informants already] been 
ID’d in the press?” 

LoGalbo paused and ominously 
replied, “I don’t know if I can answer that 
in open court.” 

Swanson told Bromberg that restric¬ 
tions weren’t fair. “This is a request for a 
gag order by the prosecutor,” he stated. 
“The purpose of this request is the ele¬ 
phant in the room—all those [embarrass¬ 
ing news] articles, the Dekraai hearing, 
and this is the weight of a free press.” 

The judge interrupted, asking, “What 
would be the compelling need for a 
guardian press?” 

Swanson explained news coverage 
helped to reveal the extent of OCDA’s 
discovery violations and illegal snitch 
tactics even to the defense bar. Bromberg 
didn’t care. Claiming he refuses to “stifle” 
the defense “in any form whatsoever,” 
the judge nevertheless imposed his pro¬ 
prosecution restrictions. Swanson and 
Crandall must limit who they consult to 
individuals working on the cases: investi¬ 
gators, paralegals and assistants. Anyone 
else—and this could block future news 
reports—must sign a confidentiality agree¬ 
ment banning public disclosures. 

“I’m not calling that a gag order,” Brom¬ 
berg told the defense lawyers. “I’m not 
hindering you from talking to anybody.”

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Here we stand/Worlds apart/Hearts bro¬ 
ken in two , two , two. 

Hundreds of people crowd around 
a small outdoor stage in Anaheim on a 
surprisingly brisk and damp November 
night. Just the week before, Orange 
County had averaged in the low 90s as the 
third year of California’s super-drought 
raged on, but on Nov. 30,2014, it seemed 
as if the heavens themselves mirrored 
the misty-eyed melancholy of the audi¬ 
ence. Through tears, their collectively 
occluded gaze is fixated on the six-piece 
band onstage, which is halfway through 
the thumping, heart-rending opening of 
Journey’s overwrought ode to puppy love, 
“Separate Ways.” 

One night will remind you/How we 


touched and went our separate ways. 

The band’s two lead singers—one male, 
one female—belt out the lyrics with a 
fierce energy that drives directly into the 
crowd’s soul, momentarily mesmerizing it 
to the point of silence. They occasionally 
glance at each other and smile as they sing 
about fleeting true love. Tonight, though, 
their attention is primarily directed at 
their adoring public, whose cheers grow 
stronger as the song wears on. 

Dressed in a powder-blue high-low 
dress cut with countless ruffles, the 
woman kneels down to grip the hands 
of her adoring fans. The man—wearing 
a fluorescent-blue top hat, a shimmer¬ 
ing jacket with oversized shoulder pads, 
and red-and-black-striped pants—does 


the same, though he remains standing. 
Even the platinum-haired guitarist joins 
in, reaching into the crowd while holding 
notes during his solo. 

You know I still love you/Though we 
touched and went our separate ways. 

This crowd isn’t at the Honda Center; 
it’s not watching Journey, or even a Jour¬ 
ney cover band. It’s at Disney California 
Adventure, in the park’s Hollywood Land, 
and this is the final (or, at least, possibly 
final) performance of the Mad T Party, 
an Alice In Wonderland- themed, all-ages, 
family-friendly, alcohol-allowed rock con¬ 
cert/dance party/mini rave. 

With “Separate Ways” finished, the 
band transitions into another farewell 
song, a mashup of the Lumineers’ “Ho 


Hey” and the Ramones’ “Blitzkrieg Bop.” 
The crowd is even louder now, punctuat¬ 
ing every few lines of “Ho Hey” with a 
“Hey!,” “Ho!” or “Hey Ho, Let’s Go!” 

So show me family/All the blood that I 
would bleed. 

As the female singer, embodying 
the eponymous Alice, repeats those 
words, she gestures a finger at the fans, 
prompting cheers that momentarily 
drown out the music. After 40 minutes 
and a handful more songs, the band 
leave the stage for what many fear will 
be the final time, and rain, which had 
threatened the night’s performance, 
finally begins falling steadily.

fter its debut in 2012, the Mad T 
t CjyJ Party, the Disney-produced rock 
L_J concert that ended its run with a 
I A rain-threatened tribute to the 
/ Bay Area band that gave the world 
“Don’t Stop Believin’,” became a runaway 
hit. Over the course of two years, the event 
attracted fans of all kinds, from the park’s 
famous social-club members to teenagers 
in heavy eyeliner, families towing children 
in costume, and everyone in between. 

Along the way, the show gave birth to 
a fan community that developed its own 
roster of character nicknames, storylines 
and relationships. Many of the annual 
passport-holding fans attended shows 
multiple times a week, and by the end of 
its first run, the peak of the attraction’s 
popularity, some concertgoers waited 
more than five hours to ensure a prime 
spot near the front of the stage. 

That was a marked improvement in 
popularity over Disney’s moderately suc¬ 
cessful elecTRONica (which ran from 2010 
to 2012) and surprisingly successful Glow 
Fest (summer 2010), the two preceding, 
dance-party-esque attractions that served 
as the blueprint for the Mad T Party. 

The event—which includes a live band 
featuring Alice In Wonderland charac¬ 
ters (Alice and the Mad Hatter as lead 
vocalists, the Cheshire Cat on drums, the 
Caterpillar on keyboard, Dormouse on 
guitar, and March Hare on bass), a pair of 
hosts named Tweedle Dee and Tweedle 
Dum (with faux English accents and their 
respective monikers tattooed on the backs 
of their heads), a D J modeled after the 
White Rabbit, dancers, stilt walkers, acro¬ 
bats, and various other performers—is a 


surreal, near dadaist experience. 

Inspired by the Tim Burton version of 
the classic movie, Disney California Adven¬ 
ture’s Hollywood Land is turned into a 
swirling mass of neon lights and swaying 
dancers during the shows. Stilt walkers, 
their towering appendages molded into 
thin flamingo legs, ride upon purple/pink 
puppets, cutting pathways through crowds. 


Each performance night, the house band, 
made up of more than two dozen perform¬ 
ers, plays multiple sets of Top 40 songs, 
classic rock anthems and mashups. 

The sets are interspersed with perfor¬ 
mances by dancers sourced from local 
crews and banter from Tweedles Dee and 
Dum. The show even comes with its own 
menu of Mad Ts, popular sweet cocktails

including Long Island Iced Tea with a 
dusting of Wonderland. They’re often 
served with light-up, multicolored LED ice 
cubes that increasingly add to the area’s 
whimsy as the nights grow later. Fanciful 
nonalcoholic drinks are also available. 

But despite the thought and care put 
into the production of the show, its fol¬ 
lowing didn’t develop immediately. 

Rather, its initial crowds were fueled by 
fans of elecTRONica, the attraction that 
it replaced. “At first, I went to the Mad 
T Party because I went to elecTRONica 
and it was in the same area and sort of 
the same thing,” says Maria Sumpter, a 
21-year-old fan from Rancho Cucamonga. 

“It was the same for me,” says Melissa 
Prado, a 28-year-old fan and photographer 
from Lake Forest. She runs MadTParty- 
ing, a popular fan Instagram account with 
more than a thousand followers. It shares 
her own and others’ photography, as well 
as videos from the event. 

The show quickly won new fans, and two 
months in, it had supplanted other attrac¬ 
tions as people’s favorite thing to do at the 
parks. Initially spurred by word of mouth, 
the fan community began to outgrow face- 
to-face interaction, taking to Instagram 
through the service’s hashtags, soon grow¬ 
ing to Flickr, Tumblr, Facebook and more. 

It was on social media that the fan cul¬ 
ture really began to develop and mature. 

To differentiate between the dozens of per¬ 
formers, fans began givingthem nicknames, 
chosen by discussion and popular consen¬ 
sus. Specific performers became “friends” 
of the canon characters, with names such as 
JaggerHare, Pixie Alice, MarchKit and El 
Dormouse, based on the specific perform¬ 
er’s appearance and mannerisms. 

On Tumblr especially, the community’s 
most talented fans began producing art 
and fiction based on these characters. 















Popular pairings include the Mad Hat¬ 
ter with Alice and the Dormouse with 
the March Hare, and artists would draw 
scenes of the couples together or com¬ 
ics of them interacting. Thus, thanks to 
the show, hundreds of people gathered 
around a unifying, if somewhat ineffable 
subcultural thread. Deep friendships were 
made online and cemented during live 
performances. Fans posted accounts of 
personal and relationship developments 
and wrote to performers, eager to commu¬ 
nicate how much the show meant to them, 
how much it had changed their lives. 

“I hadn't been to Disneyland in almost 
20 years when I found out about the Mad 
T Party,” wrote a fan to one of the show’s 
DJs. “My very first time attending, you 
were the White Rabbit D J for the night, 
and you were just incandescent. You 
played brilliant music, and there was just 
this perfect moment for me, rediscovering 
my Disney magic.” 

“I just saw a girl at school with a Mad 
T hoodie,” another posted on Twitter. “I 
wanted to stop and hug her.” 

The Mad T community was not without 
its bumpy moments, however. As with most 
communities that grow larger than their 
means, the Mad T Party’s online fandom 
developed its own Eternal September as 
people joined the community faster than the 
existing fans could educate new members. 
Disagreements would bristle both online 
and in person over things such as photo 
crediting, friendships with performers, char¬ 
acter integrity and actual places to stand. 

“I’ve had people go through my entire 
Instagram feed commenting,” says Iris 
Davis, a 16-year-old fan from Northern 
California who visits the parks and the 
show often. “I eventually just went back 
and deleted a bunch of the posts.” 

“I’ve gotten into arguments with people 
who tell me I’m standing in their spot,” 
adds Sumpter. “But there’s more good 
people in the community than bad.” 

The show’s fan base refused to plateau, 


growingthroughout Mad T Party’s initial 
two-year run, but before it became large 
enough to take over the entire park, Disney 
made an announcement: The company 
would be putting the show on hiatus 
while it transformed Hollywood Land into 
Freeze the Night, a Frozen-themed musical 
event for winter 2014. Neither the fans nor 
the performers knew if they were actually 
coming back once the holidays were over. 

hat announcement sent waves 
through both the fans and the 
f (4) J greater Disneyland-going com- 
munity. Mad T Party fans were 
upset that their favorite attraction was dis¬ 
appearing, and many regular Disney-goers 
were sick of how many Frozen-themed 
additions were being made to the parks. 

“Bittersweet, but necessary,” wrote one 
regular Disneyland-goer on a message 
board. “Hopefully, they don’t turn it into 
‘Frozen Land.’” 

“Sadly, I’m pretty sure that’s what they 
had planned,” another replied. 

Mad T Party fans began posting in an 
attempt to see their favorite attraction return 
and making plans to go to the final shows. 

“Going to try to get my son there before 
it ends because that’s how he wants to cel¬ 
ebrate his 12th birthday,” one fan posted 
on a photo on Prado’s account. “We all 
loved the show, got goosebumps on the 
vocals, amazing dancers and acrobats.... 
Cheers and kudos to all the talent and 
to kind audience members who gently 
encouraged my awkward but extroverted 
child who just wants to have friends. You 
let him dance with you, cheered him on 
and made him feel accepted.” 

Audiences swelled to include not only 
hardcore, regular fans, but also visitors 
who wanted to see the show before it 
ended. Despite bad weather, the Mad T 
Party’s final event attracted a capacity 
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crowd. “There were so many people 
there/’ Prado says. “I didn’t recognize a 
lot of them, but everyone was in a sad- 
happy mood. We were sad the show was 
going, but happy we were there.” 

(We approached Disney, asking the 
company to partipate in this story; the 
request was declined. Band members 
spoke to us on the condition of anonymity, 
so as to not upset the Mouse.) 

For the performers, seeing the show 
end after such successful years was a 
disappointment. “The whole cast was 
bummed-out,” says a cast member who 
asked to remain anonymous. “We all loved 
it and being together so much. It was like 
when you’re going to a camp and you have 
to leave. Everyone was just sad.” 

Prior to the show, few of the perform¬ 
ers had worked together, and musicians 
and production staff had spent two years 
developing chemistry, a relationship with 
the audience, and an identity for a show 
that didn’t really have one to start. “We 
didn’t know what the show was going to 
be like,” says the performer. “Everybody 
involved, they had an idea that it’d be 
some kind of epic rock band, but as musi¬ 
cians, we didn’t know if we were just 
going to get up there and stand around 
and play For the first six months, the 
whole team was getting used to it.” 

As the performers got more comfortable 
with one another, they also got more com¬ 
fortable with their fans, both those who 
would go just once and those who would 
attend dozens of times. “We do this show 
to cater to everyone—to make it special for 
people who’ve never seen it before,” the 
performer continues. “But from the very 
beginning, there were some annual pass¬ 
port holders who were already waiting for 
the show when we started. We could really 
run around and give the characters our 


own twists, and I think that’s what made 
those pass holders come back—because 
the show was never the exact same show. 
You never know what’s going to happen or 
how people are going to interact.” 

Despite their relationship with their 
audience, it wasn’t until a year into the 
show that the performers learned about 
the fandom that had grown around them 
on the Internet. “We really didn’t know 
how big the show was actually hitting 
until we saw what was going on online. 
Once we started seeing the photos people 
took and the art and the fiction and the 
people watching videos of the perfor¬ 
mance from all over the world, that kind of 
shocked everybody,” the performer says. 

Around the same time, fans began 
increasingly bringing gifts, from simple 
tokens such as candy and food to more 
personal drawings, dolls, bracelets and 
letters. Some of the performers launched 
Kickstarter campaigns to produce their 
own music, all of which were funded 
well past their goals. “One time, someone 
left $40 on the stage just under a micro¬ 
phone,” the aforementioned performer 
says. “There were these huge fans that just 
wanted to give. There would be people 
from different countries who would make 
friends with people here and send them 
letters to give to us.” 

Many of the performers’ most prized 
possessions became the personal letters and 
stories from fans who had used the Mad T 
Party to get through difficult times. “There’s 
a lot of stories about these teenagers who 
are having a hard time in life, and the Mad 
T Party would give them an anchor,” the 
performer explains. ‘You get the first letter, 
and you read it: ‘This show saved my life.’ 
And then you get so many more. People 
make positive life changes: Girls look up to 
Alice, people who wanted to learn how to 
play the guitar or sing start taking lessons.”

“You go to the Mad T Party, and you 
always have a good time and smile,” says 
Krystal Mendoza, a 23-year-old LA resi¬ 



dent who became friends with Prado over 
Instagram. “People really fall down the 
Rabbit Hole.” 

Despite the hiatus, the performers and the 
fans managed to stay in touch. Fans who had 
been able to suss out the real identities of the 
people behind the characters would show 
up to outside performances completely 
unexpected. Approximately 500 people 
attended an EP-release party at the House of 
Blues for one of the vocalists; that was dou¬ 
ble what was expected. An artist who played 
a regular night at the Auld Dubliner in Long 
Beach saw his audience gradually grow. 

Three months into the hiatus, many of the 
artists decided to hold a concert together, 
announcing the performance through a 
series of cryptic clues and videos posted on 
their social media pages. The show filled 
the House of Blues in Downtown Disney to 
uncomfortable levels—on a Monday night. 
Some fans made 10-hour trips to see it. 

And as if a gift from Walt himself, 10 days 
before the show’s February performance 
and about a month after the original hiatus 
announcement was made, a post appeared 
on Disney’s official DisneyParks blog. 

“Mad T Party Returns to Disney California 
Adventure Park as Part of Disneyland Resort 
Diamond Celebration Beginning May 22.” 

Fans were ecstatic. 

t’s May 22, and Southern California, 
still gripped in a drought, is going 
through its first reverse spring in 
more than a century. In Anaheim, 
traffic around the Disneyland resort is 


horrendous, as tens of thousands of fans 
descend upon the parks for another one of 
its famous 24-hour days—this one to cele¬ 
brate the beginning of Disneyland’s 60-year 
Diamond anniversary celebration. 

At the front gates, long lines have formed 
as people wait for other park-goers to leave 
Disneyland, which hit capacity in the early 
afternoon. Disney California Adventure 
is also crowded, but not to the point that 
entry is closed. People will enter and exit 
that park until later in the evening. 

It’s two hours before show time for the 
Diamond Mad T Party, and Hollywood Land 
is already crowded with people waiting for 
the show. The fans closest to the stage have 
already been waiting for a few hours. 

The area around the stage is slightly 
different now. Gone is the dance stage, 
opening up more standing room. Fans wait 
hungrily for the show, cheering even as un¬ 
costumed staffers go through soundcheck 
with as little emotion as possible. 

Fast forward a few hours and Hollywood 
Land is more crowded than even some 
parts of the at-capacity Disneyland. Smoke 
machines turn on, and what is probably 
more than a thousand fans cheer. The four 
tall screens behind the main stage transition 
from a pattern of cascading diamonds to a 
spiraling fall down the infamous rabbit hole, 
Disney paraphernalia passing the camera 
along the way. The audience reaches a door, 
and a key, which had been falling with the 
fans, opens the door to reveal... some sushi. 

The mystical backing music transitions 
into the bass line from “Uptown Funk,” Mark 


Ronson’s hit featuring Bruno Mars. The 
Cheshire Cat appears from behind the fog, 
and the crowd cheers. He begins drumming. 

The camera goes through another door, 
and the screens are filled with mushrooms. 
The Caterpillar walks through the fog to 
more cheers. He plays a riff on his keyboard. 

Another door, and there’s cheese. The 
Dormouse appears, strumming his guitar. 
Another door: carrots. The March Hare 
appears on his bass. 

Two more doors, and soon both Alice 
and the Mad Hatter are onstage, trying to 
perform over the cheers of hundreds of 
fans who thought they might not see their 
favorite artists again. 

“There were so many people. All of the 
regular annual pass holder fans came back,” 
the performer says. “They actually all liked 
the show more, and I think that was the 
goal. If the T Party was going to come back, 
it was going to be an improved show. The 
Diamond Mad T Party—they all love it.” 

The band grinds through the first two- 
thirds of their first set in front of perpetu¬ 
ally smiling and cheering fans. They finish 
their mashup of “Uptown Funk” and the 
Sugar Hill Gang’s “Apache (Jump On It).” 
Then they play a mashup of Blink-182’s “All 
The Small Things” and Pharrell’s “Happy.” 
They play One Republic’s “Counting Stars” 
and Dexys Midnight Runners’ “Come On 
Eileen.” Then they return to Journey’s 
“Separate Ways”: 

One night will remindyou/How we 
touched and went our separate ways.

The 
association continued to nurture local galler¬ 
ies and artists, transforming the city into the 
veritable cultural destination we know today.

Indo Intentions 


Kaya Street Kitchen tries to introduce Indonesian food to the masses

W henever I visit a new 

city, the first thing I do is 
eat whatever the area is 
known for. The second 
thing I do is count how many Indonesian 
restaurants are around. I do this with the 
hope that someday I might find myself in a 
town with as many Indonesian restaurants 
as there are Thai joints. For the record: 
New York has about five, Chicago has one, 
Los Angeles more than a few. But so far, in 
most of America, the cuisine of the fourth 
most populous nation on Earth—the 
country of my birth—is still the unknown 
garage band that can’t get a break. 

Perhaps it’s because Americans aren’t 
used to the flavors. Indonesians use a 
sticky-sweet soy sauce called kecap manis 
a whole lot, and meals are usually accom¬ 
panied by oil-puffed crackers we call kru- 
puk. But you know those chicken satays 
smothered in peanut sauce you loved at 
your favorite Thai restaurant? They’re 
actually Indonesian. As easy-to-love as 
most Indonesian dishes are, America has 
yet to embrace the cuisine the way it has 
Vietnamese in the past decade. Soon, how¬ 
ever, the tide will turn. And when it does, 
it might be because of places such as the 
new Kaya Street Kitchen in Aliso Viejo. 

First thing’s first: Kaya Street Kitchen 
isn’t technically an Indonesian restaurant. 
Dutch and Indo ex-pats looking for such 
straight-up Indonesian dishes as gado- 
gado or nasi rames will not find them here. 
It bills itself generally as Southeast Asian, 
and the food it cooks is as Indonesian as 
Chipotle is Mexican. But this isn’t a bad 
thing. Kaya is priming the pump, introduc¬ 


ing basic Indo flavors to a largely unfamil¬ 
iar audience who might soon accept this 
food as they have pad Thai and pho. And 
it serves it in the most accessible way pos¬ 
sible: in a build-your-own-bowl assembly 
line, with free samples at every turn. 

As soon as you enter, a sea of eager smiles 
and a question greets you: “Have you been 
here before?” Since it’s only been open a 
few weeks and everyone who comes is new 
to the place, a whole lot of explanations 
follow. But if you’ve been to any recent 
cafeteria-style fast-casual, you know how 
it works. If it’s a taco you fancy, a worker 
starts by flattening roti dough in a heated 
press. If it’s a bowl, the worker will scoop 
up some brown or coconut-lime rice as a 
base. Then, you go down the line, adding 
a protein and as much veggies, pickles and 
sambals in three levels of heat as you want. 

The grilled chicken satay—which wasn’t 
skewered but seared in large slabs on a flat- 
top and chopped to pieces—still tasted like 
the chicken satays my mom makes, espe¬ 
cially after they’re drowned with a spot-on 
peanut sauce. The tofu cooked with chile 
paste and the pork-and-shrimp meatballs 
tie for the second-best protein, even if they 
only vaguely resemble the actual Indone¬ 
sian dishes they’re supposed to emulate. 
But that’s fine; the flavors are there. 

In fact, Kaya does best when it reinter¬ 
prets. The weakest dish I tried was the 
coconut lemongrass steak, an attempt to 
re-create classic beef rendang. The meat 
needed a longer braise, and the spices were 
notably muted. But perhaps they toned it 
down intentionally. And what better way is 
there to offer it to Americans than pretend 


it’s a Southeast Asian carne asada folded 
into a taco, even if the “tortilla” is some¬ 
thing far more cake-y and saltier? 

Besides, Kaya has an uphill climb as it 
is. For its first OC location, it chose what’s 
probably the toughest crowd for Indo¬ 
nesian food in the area. It’s located in a 
shoppertainment complex full of chains in 
what’s otherwise a bedroom community— 
a trial by fire for a cuisine that would 
be unfamiliar even in Asian-friendly 
Irvine. Perhaps the owners of Kaya Street 
Kitchen figured if it can work here, it 
could work anywhere. And the Japanese 
restaurant group that recently partnered 
with Kaya’s two original founders in LA 
has confidence it will, with plans to open 
100 more stores in the next five years. 

Before that happens, I brought three 
Indonesian food virgins to gauge their 
reaction to the place. I asked them to try 
dabbing a little of the kecap manis on their 
food and told them the bottled sambal asli 
from Jakarta is way tastier than the Srira- 
cha next to it. I even bought a bag of kru- 
puk, which one friend remarked melted in 
his mouth like onion-y foam. When I asked 
them what they thought of it all, they were 
all unanimously in favor of it. In 20 years, 
when I’ll be able to phone in an order of 
nasi goreng at my local neighborhood 
Indonesian joint, I hope to remember this 
moment as Indo food’s Bethlehem.

Y ou can'tfind a better metaphor for 
modern-day Orange County than 
the birthday dinner I attended a couple of 
weeks ago at Sumran Thai Cuisine, in that 
sliver of western Westminster that's not 
Little Saigon. There were about a dozen of 
us, all Mexican-Americans, all children of 
immigrants who came to this country with 
nothing, only to have their kids become 
white-collar professionals: teachers and 
playwrights and artists and civil-rights activ¬ 
ists and small-business owners and hack 
writers (me). All gathered to eat... Thai. 

The Mexican love for Thai food isn't as 
prominent as our love forteriyaki bowls or 
pho, which has always surprised me given 
our cultures' mutual love of heat, tart and 
sweet. And while Thai food has long been 
popular in OC, it hasn't become a commu¬ 
nal ritual a la taco runs or pub crawls. But 
at Sumran Thai, a lovefestwas on display. 
Around us were tables filled with old, 
young, white, Vietnamese. Out came furi¬ 
ous plates of green papaya salad, all about 
the funk of shrimp paste and the blinding 
hell of peppers. The E-San sausages, 
paired with peanuts and ginger, reminded 
us of chorizo; a tower of fried enoki mush¬ 
rooms looked and tasted like chicharron 
slivers. We all got drunk, of course: Singha 
and Shock Top, sake- and soju-based 
cocktails. I went with palm juice, a nonal¬ 
coholic drink so sweet I now can't look at 
chocolate without shuddering. 

Sumran has streamlined its Thai- 
ness to appeal to a hipster crowd, with 
sleek lines and even a bar. But its core 
flavors are spectacular, making it one of 
the more underrated Thai joints in OC. 
And the staff is hilarious: At the end of 
the night, all of us bloated and happy, a 
young waitress gave us a scolding look. 
"None of you are going to eat the last 
egg roll?" she asked. We all waved our 
hands to signal “No mas." 

"In Thai culture," the waitress 
replied, "it's said that whoever eats the 
last egg roll on the table will marry a 
beautiful person." 

"But we're all married here," my 
friend shot back. 

"Well, maybe your next marriage in 
another life," the waitress cracked. HA!

Yes, Another Teen Movie 

Inglewood drug-selling comedy Dope is more American than Ferris Bueller

P art of what makes writer/ 

director Rick Famuyiwa’s Dope 
so fresh and joyous is that, in 
many key ways, it’s not new 
at all. Here’s a dramatic teen comedy, 
flavor-crystaled with sex and drugs and 
innocent raunch, about good friends who 
get caught up in bad business on their way 
to a climax that involves the dramatic reci¬ 
tation of a college-application essay. The 
soundtrack’s a choice nostalgic mixtape, 
and the likable leads feel as if they’re stars 
on the rise, especially Shameik Moore, 
handsome yet half-formed, the kind of 
young actor who, as you watch, makes 
you feel he’s somehow your onscreen sur¬ 
rogate—that in these situations, you might 
feel and respond as he does. As with Dazed 
and Confused or The Breakfast Club, this is 
a film about just how weird the extraordi¬ 
narily normal kids are—kids like you. 

It’s set in the Bottoms of Inglewood. 
Instead of the usual teen-film anthro¬ 
pological rundown of which clique sits 
where at lunchtime, Dope taxonomizes 
black geekdom—the best-friend leads are 
into “white shit” such as good grades and 
Donald Glover, and they all dress in some¬ 
thing like ’90s hip-hop cosplay. Famuyiwa 
is smart about the way cultural choice¬ 
making for young people is very much 
about the creation of selves. Through 
passionate curation, Malcolm (Moore) 
and his friends—lesbian Diggy (Kiersey 
Clemons) and skinny Jib (Tony Revolori, 
The Grand Budapest Hotel)—are audition¬ 
ing who they might grow up to be, and 
by their senior year, they’ve developed a 
confidence about their own isolated cool¬ 


ness. When Malcolm tells an adviser he’s 
going to Harvard, the adviser accuses him 
of arrogance, when it’s exactly that self- 
regarding determination that might give 
Malcolm a chance. 

But they also face more immediate 
concerns. What route home can you 
take when there’s Bloods on one block 
and dealers looking to jack with you on 
the next? Life, Malcolm tells us, is “a 
daily navigation between bad and worse 
options.” But being a geek in Inglewood 
means inventing a choice in which none 
existed previously. Wearing a high fade 
and sticking up for “Summertime” by the 
Fresh Prince? That’s his way of signaling 
he’s charting his own course. 

But he can’t always. You can see Mal¬ 
colm sifting through his bad and worse 
options when Dom (A$AP Rocky), a local 
druglord on the rise, asks him to deliver a 
flirty message to a young woman studying 
for her GED across the block (Zoe Kravitz). 
Malcolm knows this tough older kid might 
be setting him up for something awful—but 
he’s out of options to navigate toward. 

From that incident, Famuyiwa spins a 
complex, unpredictable, often suspense¬ 
ful series of misadventures. Malcolm and 
his pals crash Dorn’s private club party, 
wind up chased by another on-the-make 
druglord and take refuge with the off¬ 
spring of a shady businessman, a rich-kid 
brother and sister given to tough-guy 
bravado and eager nudity. Malcolm is also 
prepping for his big interview with a Har¬ 
vard alum who went to his high school, 
the head of a small payday-loan empire. 
Meanwhile, Malcolm, Diggy and Jib also 


rehearse and record as a punk band called 
Oreo—and they even play a triumphant 
set at a drugged-out USC frat party. Their 
music, written by Pharrell Williams, is 
probably the one element too many in this 
busy, breezy picture. If the kids are that 
good, why aren’t they taking music seri¬ 
ously? Eventually, Malcolm is left with 
only the worst of all options, and he has 
to offload a stash of molly. But the drug¬ 
selling here is more Risky Business entre- 
preneurism than Boyz N the Hood street- 
fight. Dope often feels as if the rejuvenated 
Famuyiwa, who wrote and directed The 
Wood, is trying to cram it full of everything 
he has ever wanted to get into a movie. 

He chucks in Pop-Up Video effects and 
an explosion of GIF files, of-the-moment 
pop/punk, and VHS tapes of Yo! MTV 
Raps. There are asides about band camp, 
Bitcoins and masturbation, as well as a glo¬ 
rious comic scene in which a sympathetic 
white hippie pleads, sincerely, that A Tribe 
Called Quest’s “Sucka Nigga” gives him 
license to use the one word white folks 
can’t say. He intends it as a term of endear¬ 
ment, he insists. Malcolm and Jib shrug it 
off; Diggy smacks the shit out of him. (Her 
best ’90s look: a bare midriff and boxers 
sticking up out of her pants, a la TLC.) 

Again and again, Dope puts us in Mal¬ 
colm’s Air Jordans, letting us sweat or 
fear or hope right with him. The director 
and star understand that an everyman/ 
everywoman quality is key to the best teen 
films, which trade in embarrassment and 
promise. Even if you’ve grown up, you 
should wince when the lead says some¬ 
thing dumb to a crush, and you should 


cheer when an idealist sets right some¬ 
thing wrong with this world that you’ve 
perhaps learned not to take so personally. 

Dope is persuasive in its empathy, 
always tugging at universal feeling even as 
it situates us in its neighborhood’s specif¬ 
ics. The Inglewood details—the drug dog 
at the entrance to the high school, the 
mostly empty room in which Malcolm 
and friends take the SAT—might, for many 
viewers, make Dope resonate more deeply 
than most teen films manage. Teen movies 
have often taken place in vague, moneyed 
suburbs, built on the lie that there is one 
baseline American experience—that Jason 
Biggs humping a pie speaks for everyone, 
while House Party is niche entertainment. 

But every everyman has to come from 
someplace, and the honest struggles faced 
by Malcolm and his friends are truer in 
spirit to those faced by most young Ameri¬ 
cans of any race than the movies usually 
get. This is a story about growing up, get¬ 
ting out, even as you discover that much 
of what you reject about the world you’re 
raised in is already there inside you—and 
that you can bring all that to the next place, 
which will be better for it. Better still, 
Famuyiwa has laced these truths and oth¬ 
ers into an entertainment that, above all 
else, simply cooks along as a first-rate teen 
comedy caper film. There’s hope in Dope.

INSIDE OUT Pixar's Inside Outgoes inside 
the mind's control tower, populated 
with competing emotions and walls of 
whirligigs. When Riley (Kaitlyn Dias) 
is born, her undeveloped infant brain 
is a void where one feeling, Joy (Amy 
Poehler), a Tinkerbell knockoff, oversees 
one button: Smile. Thirty-three seconds 
later, Riley weeps and a second feeling, 
Sadness (Phyllis Smith), pads in to grab 
command. Fear (Bill Hader), Anger (Lewis 
Black), and Disgust (Mindy Kaling) enter 
next, expanding Riley's emotional range 
with new gizmos and levers. Her first 
memories, each the size of a bowling 
ball, roll into the room on metal rails, and 
then they're pinballed into the shadows 
to light up new quadrants of Riley's mind 
and shape her personality. Pete Docter 
and Ronaldo Del Carmen's overbright 
cartoon can't disguise that this is heady 
stuff—a more natural fit for a black-and- 
white Bergman than a kiddie caper. For 
children, the inner world is an uncharted 
sea subject to storms—a small gym-class 
slight can build into a swell of sorrow 
that, like, everyone in school totally hates 
them. Joy refuses to let Riley sink. She 
banishes Sadness to a corner, and domi¬ 
nates Fear, Anger, and Disgust with her 
cheerleader zeal—this is the at-all-costs, 
ultra-American effervescence that show¬ 
ers children with gold stars. We're primed 
to resent Sadness, a mope in a turtleneck 
and glasses, who bumbles around the 


brain accidentally turning Riley's memo¬ 
ries from sunny yellow to doleful blue. 

Yet Sadness doesn't enjoy making Riley 
miserable. By definition, how could she? 
Sadness simply can't behave according 
to the rules Joy has established, as lovely 
an explanation for depression as I've ever 
seen.

Entourage 
the movie is essentially a pimped-out epi¬ 
sode of Entourage the show, which cen¬ 
tered on Vince and his crew from Queens: 
Drama, a struggling actor; Eric "E" Murphy 
(Kevin Connolly), Vince's manager; and 
Turtle (Jerry Ferrara), his driver-turned- 
mogul, who launched a successful tequila 
company in the show's final seasons. Ari 
Gold (Jeremy Piven), Vince's longtime 
agent and now the head of his own studio, 
once again furnishes most of the laughs. 

In the film, the palatial L.A. homes and 
offices are even bigger, and so are the 
stakes: Vince, fresh off a marriage that 
lasted exactly nine days, has decided he 
wants to do something different, something 
"meaningful." (Not in this movie you won't, 
Vince!) Considering the film's major turning 
points hinge on the boys' romantic rela¬ 
tionships, it's a shame none of the women 
develop past sketches of angry girlfriends 
and no-name one-night-stands. Sexist, 
sure, but also a failure of imagination. Has 
writer/director Doug Ellin met a woman? 
(R) Lara Zarum. Countywide. 

FAR FROM THE MADDING CROWD 
Though it's hard to believe in 2015, there 
was a time when fictional heroines didn't 
have to be role models, when a charac¬ 
ter's backbone could be more than just a 
row of vertebrae lined up into teachable 
moments. It's wonderful that modern 
readers love Jane Austen—we still warm 
to the vitality of her characters, and to 
their defiant code of self-determination, 
for good reason—but the popular concep¬ 
tion of her work has recast it as a kind of 
female-empowerment petting zoo, a place 
to go for "You go, girl!" strokes. Is Thomas 
Hardy, whose socially progressive views 
found their greatest expression in his 
women characters, among them the bold 
and autonomous Bathsheba Everdene, 
next in line for the Austen treatment? 
Please let the answer be no. But Thomas 
Vinterberg's pedantic and twisted adapta¬ 
tion of Far From the Madding Crowd is a 
bad sign. Its Bathsheba—a Victorian-era 
woman who inherits and capably runs a 
farm, and also rejects the humble man 
who truly loves her in favor of a shal¬ 
low but dashing soldier—is all wrong, 
and it's hard to know where to lay the 
blame. As written by Hardy, Bathsheba is 
bracingly whole and human; here she's 
been outlined, and thus circumscribed, 
by an eager student's highlighter. Carey 
Mulligan too often squinches herface in a 


self-satisfied smile, and when she comes 
out with a line like "I have no need of a 
husband"—a bit of dialogue completely in 
tune with Hardy's sensibilities—it's less a 
natural outburst than like something she 
read in a pamphlet. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

JURASSIC WORLD In Jurassic World, 

Colin Trevorrow's Jurassic Park reboot— 
set 22 years after dinosaurs started walk¬ 
ing the Earth, again —brontosauruses, 
stegosauruses, and velociraptors have 
become old hat, sort of like the mechanical 
Abe Lincoln at Disneyland. Meanwhile, the 
habitat around them has gone Vegas: Isla 
Nublar, home of the former dinosaur lunch 
counter known as Jurassic Park, is now 
the site of a sleek, multimillion-dollar resort 
known as Jurassic World, which boasts a 
petting zoo, an aviary, and a Brookstone 
(because you never know when the desire 
for a vibrating neck massager might strike). 
Because Jurassic World has been operat¬ 
ing smoothly for years, attendees have 
become bored. And so the resort's resident 
genetic experts have monkeyed inappro¬ 
priately with DNAto breed a new creature, 
a dino the size of a skyscraper, with frosty 
white skin and eyes the color of fire opals. 
She's an inscrutable, ill-tempered beastie, 
but the suits in charge are banking on her 
as their next star attraction, sort of like 
Cher at the Colosseum. As far as all that 
stuff goes—and taking into account the 
often gorgeous special effects— Jurassic 
World is pretty good fun with some 
wondrous moments. The plot banked 
around all that grandness is essentially 
serviceable, but it's all quality product, with 
the slickness—and soullessness—that 
implies. Trevorrow has directed only one 
previous fiction feature, the 2012 indie 
romance-thriller Safety Not Guaranteed, 
but in Jurassic World he orchestrates big 
special effects like a pro, for whatever 
that's worth. The picture is sleek and 
impressive, although, as with its predeces¬ 
sors, how much you enjoy it will depend 
on your tolerance for watching dinosaurs 
chomp down on terrified humans. (PG-13)

LOVE & MERCY The beauty, and the 
horror, of Bill Pohlad's exhilarating and 
inventive Love & Mercy— which traces the 
sine wave of Beach Boy Brian Wilson's 
troubled adult life using two actors, Paul 
Dano and John Cusack—is the sense it 
gives us of the world passing through the 
man's ears. When the older, circa-1980s 
Wilson, played by Cusack, explains to his 
new girlfriend Melinda Ledbetter (Elizabeth 
Banks) that he hears voices in his head, 
she asks, with great tenderness, how long 
it's been happening. "Since 1963," he says. 
Is it possible that the Beach Boys' early hit 
"Surfer Girl," one of the warmest and most 
youthfully wistful ballads of twentieth- 
century pop music, began with a whisper 
only Wilson could hear? That's not to sug¬ 
gest Love & Mercy leans on tired theories 
about the link between genius and mad¬ 
ness. Pohlad's approach is much more del¬ 
icate than that. But Love & Mercy— which 
was made with the cooperation of Wilson 
and his now-wife, Ledbetter—is surpris¬ 
ingly specific in exploring both the mystery 
and craftsmanship of song creation. Dano 
can be a dispassionate, affected actor, 
but all his arty coolness slips away here. 
Cusack shows us a slightly different but no 
less believable Wilson, guarded and frag¬ 
ile, though we can also see how he yearns 
to be open: He's like a sadder, mirror-world 
version of Say Anything's Lloyd Dobler, 
holding a boombox aloft in a cry for help, 


only to realize no sound is coming out. And 
Banks is superb—this is the finest perfor¬ 
mance she's given yet. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

MAD MAX: FURY ROAD You know the 
charge that Furious 7feels like what you 
would get if you asked a Hot Wheel-loving 
ten-year-old to work out the beats of a 
screenplay? Fury Road is what the kid 
might dream up at fourteen, stoned at the 
motocross, keyed up on Mountain Dew 
and old Conan comics, except instead 
of writing a script he's lighting those Hot 
Wheels on fire and chucking them at your 
face. He's also, touchingly, a feminist—and 
he's touched with some genius. In the era 
of greenscreened blockbusters, here we 
have an R-rated studio release on which 
a 70-year-old director blew hundreds 
of millions of dollars crashing real cars 
into each other in Namibia. Like the Mad 
Max films from three decades ago, Fury 
Roads script is stripped down to rage 
and momentum. Neither Tom Hardy nor 
Charlize Theron speak much as they rum¬ 
ble across the desert, and what we know 
of their characters comes from observed 
detail: the way he's happy to abandon 
Theron and the young women she has 
saved to the warlord pursuing them, or 
the way she hides a gun in every cranny 
of the cab of her rig, and then a knife, too, 
in the stick of her stick shift— Fury Road 
spits in the eye of automatic transmissions. 
His motivation, at first, is mere survival; it 
richens, eventually, to survival and hoping 
to get a barbed death-mask off his face. 
Hers is more complex, so the movie has 
her say it out loud: "Redemption." Then it's 
back to the automotive combat, a two-hour 
parade/destruction derby of rustbuckets so 
viciously spiked you could sell audiences 
tetanus shots after the movie. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

PITCH PERFECT 2 There's enough to 
laugh at in Pitch Perfect2, and the sing¬ 
ing is fun, but the movie doesn't match 
or exceed the polyphonic jubilance of its 
predecessor. It tries to fork over many of 
the pleasures of the first movie without 
changing them around all that much. 
There's a do-or-die competition (this time, 
the team to beat is a bunch of humor¬ 
less Germans who call themselves Das 
Sound Machine), several romances that 
stumble before getting off the ground, and 
the usual ceremonial humiliation of the 
overweight girl. Rebel Wilson once again 
plays Fat Amy, who embraces her size with 
gusto, and you might say she makes her 
entrance ass-backward. Amy accepts her 
fate cheerfully, even though the embar¬ 
rassment she suffers is really just sort 
of blandly unfunny. Pitch Perfect2 isn't 
awful; but despite all its striving to give 
us more, it just doesn't have the energy 
that a sequel needs to leap the bar of high 
expectations. Anna Kendrick, that adorable 
human chipmunk, returns as Beca, who is 
now rounding the end of her senior year at 
Barden College. Her sorority-slash-singing 
group, the Bellas, have inducted a new 
member: Emily (the charmingly low-key 
Hailee Steinfeld). Her only flaw is that 
she happens to have a gift for writing her 
own material, while the Bellas favor cover 
songs. So what's the problem, exactly? 
Meanwhile, Beca has become distracted 
by an internship at a recording studio run 
by an exacting tyrant, played, wonderfully, 
by Keegan-Michael Key—every scene 
he's in has a crackerjack nuttiness, sug¬ 
gesting that, with better material, director 
Elizabeth Banks could take the loopy spirit 
she brings to her film performances and 
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translate it into behind-the-camera vision. 
(PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

SAN ANDREAS The San Andreas fault 
stretches 810 miles up the Pacific coast, 
roughly the length of a dozen Dwayne 
"The Rock" Johnsons lying end to end. 
When it rumbles, we'll need all twelve of 
him to spring into action—although, as 
Brad Peyton's San/tor/reas warns, that still 
won't be enough to save the day. Disaster 
films offer the thrill of an impossible 
enemy. There's no hope of a hero who can 
stop the shaking and snuff the fires, not 
even the 260-pound Johnson, who here 
rips off a car door with his bare hands. 
Johnson plays a first responder named 
Ray, a divorcing father of two who lost one 
of his daughters to a rafting accident, and 
his wife Emma (Carla Gugino) to his inabil¬ 
ity to open up about that pain. His surviv¬ 
ing child, Blake (Alexandra Daddario), is 
leaving Los Angeles for college, and Ray 
is unmanned to hand her over to British 
architect Daniel (loan Gruffudd), Blake's 
stepdad-to-be, whose private plane will 
fly her to visit her new skyscraper in 
San Francisco. What could go wrong? 
Everything, of course. San Andreas can't 
wait for the carnage. The problem is, it's 
too chicken to ask us to comprehend it. 

It's all big, distant, unfathomable wreck¬ 
age—all shattering skyscrapers and 
rippling cityscapes—with no sense of the 
human cost. Unlike Steven Spielberg's War 
of the Worlds, a movie with the courage to 
ask if selfishness in a disaster could ever 
be morally excused, Peyton's film isn't try¬ 
ing to make us think. Instead, it takes for 
granted that Ray's concerns are our con¬ 
cerns. But when 8 million people could be 
dead, who cares about this guy's divorce? 
(PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

TOMORROWLAND Doom sells, but Brad 
Bird's defiant Tomorrowland wants us 
to question what we're buying. It's hard 
to rally to fix the planet when we've 
been cowed into hopelessness by an 
insurmountable number of threats: war, 
drought, ISIS, famine, global warming, 
peak oil, Ebola, economic unrest. Have 
we become so numb to future destruc¬ 
tion that our cynicism is letting it happen? 
This is complex stuff for a kids' romp, and 
Bird can't figure out how to get started. 
Tomorrowland opens with George 
Clooney, playing pessimistic inventor 
Frank Walker, addressing the audience: 
"This is a story about the future, and the 
future can be scary." Soon, the hero is 
revealed to be high school science whiz 
Casey Newton (Britt Robertson), a stub¬ 
born brainiac who races around in two 
hoodies and a baseball cap. She's out- 
badassed in her own movie by the pint- 
sized Athena (Raffey Cassidy), an android 
ambassador who slips the human a pin 
that transplants Casey—temporarily—to 
a resort called Tomorrowland, a literal 
oasis of ingenuity, a shiny skyscraper 
metropolis whose residents zoom around 
wearing jetpacks—this, says Bird, is 
the future we imagined in the past. Call 
it Aspirational Jetsons. But Frank, once 
a dreamer himself, is now a crackpot 
hermit in a booby-trapped house count¬ 
ing down to Armageddon, the probability 
of which he's calculated as 100 percent. 
Casey and Athena press him into action, 
and Bird layers on plenty of dazzle, but 
his heart is what keeps the story motor¬ 
ing and the ending is perfectly engi¬ 
neered, including a coda that encourages 
all of us to try harder. Bird's made a film 
that every child should see. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson.

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Why We Puppet 

Maverick Theater does a great job with Avenue Q

T here’s a show-biz aphorism 
that if you act with kids or 
animals, you’re going to get 
upstaged. The same has to be 
true of puppets. While they may lack the 
infectious spontaneity of carbon-based 
life forms that don’t have to worry about 
death, taxes or Ted Cruz, there is still 
something about an inanimate object 
imbued with real human drives that com¬ 
mands attention. And while there is no 
shortage of weirdos who have explored— 
at length—why puppetry has been a staple 
of human expression since at least the 
ancient Greeks, the reality is that Big Bird, 
Howdy Doody and Kermit the Frog are 
more beloved by most of us than the cops 
and attorneys who truly care. 

Okay, so there’s a reason we embrace 
puppets. Even if demented and act¬ 
ing beyond the moral pale (i.e., the 
ones always beating the crap out of one 
another), they’re still fake—a welcome 
respite from the all-too-real horrible stuff 
out there. But what is fascinating about 
Avenue Q, a crazy-popular musical that 
has wowed them from Broadway to Hong 
Kong, is that its puppets are manipulated 
by humans in full view. And rather than 
the Mortimer Snerds of the world, whose 
human handlers are basically ventrilo¬ 
quists, the human agents in Avenue Q are 
called upon to do real acting. And that, 
not this ersatz Sesame Street for grown¬ 
ups, is where the genuine spirit of Avenue 
Q resides. 

Fortunately, in this Maverick Theater 
production, director Stephen Hulsey has 
assembled a cast equally proficient at sing¬ 
ing and performing as it is in infusing life 
into the distinctive puppets created by 
All Puppet Players and Nathan Makaryk 
(billed as puppet consultant). Paced by 
a sparkling Rachel McLaughlan as our 
ingenue, Kate the Monster, and her on- 
again/off-again paramour Princeton (Tyler 
McGraw), the cast hurls itself into this silly 
romp. The show, first produced in 2003, is 
a joint therapy/bitch session and coming- 
of-age tale for those Gen Xers who realize 
that all the blarney about them being spe¬ 
cial doesn’t mean squat when they’re on 
the wrong side of 30 and forced to grapple 
with things such as work, romantic rela¬ 
tionships and rotten people. 

Forcing one’s self to battle through 
soured dreams and keep on keeping on is 
why one character is named Gary Cole¬ 
man, and yes, it’s meant to be that Gary 
Coleman. Adair Gilliam plays Coleman 
in this show, one of three characters who 
isn’t a puppet. But the Coleman she plays 
is just as theatrical and bizarre as the 
puppets: a former child superstar turned 



building superintendent after his parents 
ripped off his fortune. Unlike the other 
characters, all of whom struggle with 
some issue of identity or their place in the 
world, Coleman swung on that brass ring, 
and the sassy, sardonic Gilliam nails the 
late actor’s resignation and fatalism. 

While there’s a lot of talk about Avenue 
Q for its adult-oriented material and 
songs (songs such as “The Internet Is for 
Porn,” “Everyone’s a Little Bit Racist” and 
“Schadenfreude,” as well as a wickedly 
graphic portrayal of puppet sex), it’s still 
a musical and, as such, mostly dumb. Co¬ 
creator Jeff Marx would go on to theatrical 
brilliance with The Book of Mormon, but 
this show’s plot, music and lyrics feel like 
a hodgepodge of banal ideas and snarky 
quips that doesn’t add up to much—kind of 
like a theater review. But it’s just puppets! 
So everything is forgiven, from the barbs at 
closeted homosexuals in the person of Rod 
(a sweetly histrionic Michael Rodriguez), 
the over-the-top stereotype of the Asian- 
American Christmas Eve (a terrific Bachi 
Dillague), and the inclusion of the Bad 
Idea Bears (Kevin Garcia and Jilly Pretzel), 
two insufferably cute puppets who are also 
terrible assholes. 

The reason all is forgiven is that it’s

hilarious and entertaining, a show that, 
even if it’s just paying lip-service to its 
themes, at least broaches compelling 
issues of finding one’s purpose and mean¬ 
ing in an uncaring universe. The show’s 
first number is “It Sucks to Be Me,” in 
which characters take turns document¬ 
ing how lousy their lives are, and it ends 
with “For Now,” in which the audience is 
bid adieu with the notion that no matter 
how difficult things feel in the moment, 
everything is temporary. And yes, whin¬ 
ing is about as passe as irony these days, 
and, sure, everything is temporary, but 
that doesn’t mean it can’t get a whole lot 
worse; there is still a place for venting and 
for emotional pick-me-ups. And while 
the depth of Avenue Q isn’t any more 
profound than an annoying inspirational 
meme on social media, and sometimes you 
just want to shake these puppets and tell 
them to scream “FUCK IT!” and grab their 
balls, they’re just so goddamn cute. Espe¬ 
cially those bears—oh, those asshole bears.

A pair of middle-aged women 
cheerfully stroll up to the 
cement tables outside of Hun¬ 
tington Beach’s Tattoo Gallery. 
“Do you think this piercing is too big for 
me?” one of them asks the heavily tattooed 
man sitting at the table nearest the door. 

“No, I think it looks perfect,” Hector 
“Hek” Valdez responds. “Why would it be 
too big?” 

The woman brushes her blond hair 
back and shifts her weight from one foot 
to the other. “Well, just someone my age 
...” she answers nervously. Earlier that 
afternoon, the two women had been in 
Tattoo Gallery asking Valdez about the 
possibility of getting some ink done. The 
consultation didn’t end in a tattoo, but the 
blonde’s decision to get her nostril pierced 
instead wasn’t about to make Valdez any 
less pleasant with them. 

Valdez smiles and fixes his sunglasses 
on the bridge of his nose. “How old would 
that be? 23? 24?” 

A short time later, Valdez returns to shar¬ 
ing his life story. “Where were we again?” 
he asks as he removes his denim jacket. 

“Oh, right: why I moved to Huntington.” 

Valdez grew up in Chino, but he decided 
to move to Huntington Beach about 22 
years ago when his friend wanted to surf 
more. While Valdez says he probably 
would’ve been open to moving anywhere 
at that time, he still believes he couldn’t 
have made a better choice. “It changed my 
life,” Valdez says. “It’s crazy to think where 
my life would be if I didn’t move. I got a 
few tattoos back in the day, but I didn’t 
think it was really a thing until I moved 
here and got absorbed into the culture.” 
While Valdez may be known in the tat-

too world for his decade-and-a-half of 
styles across the board, he made a bit of a 
stir last year when he decided to run for a 
seat on the Huntington Beach City Coun¬ 
cil. “It started out as something funny, but 
in 2014, the run was on,” he says. “As I see 
it, if there’s something you’re not down 
with, you can either sit and make a stink 
about it, or you can do something about it.” 

After seeing other political cam¬ 
paign posters, Valdez decided to make 
some for his own candidacy as a joke. It 
quickly turned into people telling him to 
legitimately run for office because of his 
friendly demeanor and care for the city. “I 
ran as a concerned citizen—not as a Dem¬ 
ocrat or a Republican, just someone who 
gives a fuck,” Valdez says. “By no stretch 
did I have answers to some of the prob¬ 
lems, but I had opinions, and I wanted 
what I thought was best for the city.” 

Although he didn’t win, Valdez received 
about 10,000 votes. And in the wake of his 
campaign, Valdez was appointed to the 
Huntington Beach Homeless Task Force, 
helping with an issue that has certainly 
been a major concern in the city. “I really 
just love Huntington Beach,” he says. “I 
love everything about it. I love coming to 
work here; I love being here.”

The Return of Punk Rock Picnic 


Is it possible to revive OC’s most infamous punk festival?

T he organizers of the Punk Rock 
Picnic Music Festival knew 
that if they wanted a chance to 
get back into the public's good 
graces, it was going to cost them—big-time. 
In 2013, the festival was being promoted 
and run by local punk rocker Steve Smith, 
who turned it into one of the biggest bone¬ 
headed debacles in recent memory. 

If you read our cover story about it a 
couple of years ago, you know that it was 
supposed to transform that year from a 
one-day backyard-style OC punk show 
into a hulking two-day event headlined 
by GWAR and Danzig aboard the Queen 
Mary in Long Beach. But that's not how 
things turned out. Not only did Smith 
fail to secure the headliners (which were 
later changed to Anti-Nowhere League 
and DRI), but a planning conflict with an 
annual drag race and a financial dispute 
over the nonrefundable deposit with the 
onetime cruise ship resulted in him not 
even having a venue. The show was can¬ 
celed the day before it was supposed to 
start. Ticket holders, vendors and bands 
were left wondering what the hell had 
happened to the money they'd paid. With 
no refund in sight, it looked as if the Punk 
Rock Picnic had been stolen from them. 

“My ego got the best of me,” Smith 
says now. On this rainy day, he's scoop¬ 
ing up forkfuls of rice, steak and black 
beans at a local Wahoo’s Fish Taco. His 


eyes frequently cast down to his plate; his 
jet-black hair, gauged ear plugs and neck 
tattoo frame a face worn with contrition. 

“I thought I was hot shit, and I bit off more 
than I could chew and tried to do more 
than I could do as one guy. Regardless of 
whether or not the Queen Mary took our 
money, I'm the one who [handled] the 
[Punk Rock Picnic], and I’m the one [who] 
was responsible for it. I'm sorry for that, 
and I apologize to the fans, but I’m a man 
of my word, and if I say I’m gonna do some¬ 
thing, I’m gonna do it.” 

The “something” Smith is referring to 
is his attempt to bring back the Punk Rock 
Picnic and pay back everyone he burned. 
There's no way he was ever going to be 
able to do that by himself, so he's getting 
help—and financial backing—from friend 
Rick Bottrell, who stepped in last year to 
salvage the event. The two began the pro¬ 
cess of finding a new location, wrangling 
headliners (Cockney Rejects, Discharge, 
Agent Orange), getting firm contracts 
signed with the bands, and, most impor¬ 
tant, paying back as many fans and ven¬ 
dors as possible. When Smith reached 
out for help in 2013, Bottrell—a licensed 
contractor and a former stage manager 
for the show—was probably the most 
ideal candidate. While he would never 
call himself a professional promoter, he's 
had ties to the festival for years as one of 
the many honorary staff members who 


operated the lights and sound board and 
worked for beer. 

“That was back in the do-it-yourself 
days,” says Bottrell, ableached-blond dop- 
pelganger of Guy Fieri. “The main differ¬ 
ence in hiring is that we need people who 
are there to work, who don’t give a crap 
about the bands that are playing. They’re 
not there for free tickets or whatever.” In 
the past, the Punk Rock Picnic was a pretty 
loose affair, with people easily hopping 
fences or finding other ways to sneak in. 
This year, the easiest way to get in for free 
is to have bought a ticket for the 2013 fest. 
Bottrell and Smith say those who have 
proof of their old ticket purchases will be 
given VIP and backstage access at this year’s 
show—as well as an endless free supply of 
hot dogs and nachos, according to Smith. 

They expect 3,000 punks to show up at 
Marina Green in Long Beach, with a list of 
free guests that will number into the hun¬ 
dreds. Despite the heavy financial blow of 
allowing so many people in for free, both 
organizers say it’s a small price to pay to 
regain some of the good faith that was lost 
in 2013. 

“If I don’t have my word or my integrity, 
what do I have?” Smith asks. “I don’t want 
to be bothered by what people think about 
me, but I really care what people think 
about me. But you can’t please everyone.” 

For what it’s worth, they’re definitely 
trying to. This year’s Punk Rock Picnic 


will set up six stages, including the main 
stage, the Clown Stage (in honor of the 
Yeastie Boys, who’ve played the event 
just about every year), a BMX/skate stage 
featuring a half-pipe and Rick Thorne 
announcing, and the Nardcore Stage, 
featuring such Norcal faves as Ill Repute 
and the White Kaps. Bottrell says well 
more than 100 bands from previous years 
are willing to return as well. They’ve also 
planned a twin festival for the headlining 
acts in Spokane, Washington. 

If you’ll remember, the Punk Rock 
Picnic was originally founded by Scott 
Litwak and his friend Jim Schwab. 

The two ran the event for several years 
before it was taken over by Smith in a 
dubious fashion. Despite his bitterness 
over no longer being involved with it, 
Litwak says he’s also glad to be rid of the 
headache. “The feeling is like if someone 
stole my girlfriend, then how does my 
dick taste? He took my [festival], but 
whatever—[Jim and I] were both losing 
money and time,” Litwak says. “Every¬ 
one who knows the politics of the picnic 
is still gonna play that show. Because it’s 
a place for them to make some new fans 
and play music in front of new people, 
which they don’t get to do a lot.” 

Gregg White, the head of Vacant Lot 
Entertainment who went as far as try¬ 
ing to sue Smith in small-claims court to 
receive his vendor refund (nearly $1,000), 
was one of the people whom Smith finally 
paid back. Though he’s still shaking his 
head over the fact it took so long to get 
the money, he’s willing to call it a lesson 
learned. “It took two years for this to 
come full circle, but I’m not in the busi¬ 
ness of making folks out to be bad peo¬ 
ple—he did his part,” White says. “I just 
won’t do any business with him again.” 

Even with the firmly signed contracts, 
solid financial backing and a well-curated 
linuep, Smith and Bottrell know they have a 
lot of work ahead of them to reinstate trust 
in Punk Rock Picnic and let people know 
they’re serious. “Punk Rock Picnic is my rea¬ 
son to live,” Smith says. “It gives me some¬ 
thing to focus on and be passionate about. I 
don’t have a lot of goals or things that I want 
in life, but the picnic motivates me to get up 
every day, and we want to continue trying to 
make the best festival we can.” 

Hopefully, he’s right about that. After 
all, even punks love a good comeback story. 

“At the end of all this, we’re gonna look 
back on 2013 failing and say it was the best 
thing that could’ve ever happened,” Bot¬ 
trell says. “For Steve Smith and the Punk 
Rock Picnic.”

N othing can stop CALI FA front man Ruben 
Salazar's commitment to reggae. Not even 
a name-jacking Sublime cover band. Originally 
the front man for local group Badfish, the band 
ran into their first major hardship in the early 
2000s when they had to change their moniker 
because a Sublime cover band out of Rhode 
Island was using the same name. As Badfish—A 
Tribute to Sublime's success grew, Salazar had 
trouble keeping his band separate from the other. 
Although the Santa Ana native had solidified his 
style of "barrio roots/reggae" in the late 1990s, 
confusion arose constantly. 

Not one to be easily discouraged, Salazar and 
his band continued moving forward. Their debut 
album, SoundbwoyKillas,\Nas released in the 
U.S. in 2002; it received worldwide acclaim, but 
then the band decided to call it quits. 

After a seven-year hiatus, Salazar came back 
with a new band, a new name and the same 
mission. "It's been a long journey back," Salazar 
says. "I had to start from scratch, including 
finding new musicians to jam with. At first, a lot 
of them were not a perfect fit for the band, so it 
was very hard to remain confident and positive 
throughout the entire process. But hard work 
and perseverance will always pay off." 

As the lead singer for CALI FA, Salazar made 
a triumphant return to the reggae scene back in 
2009 with a breakout performance at the Galaxy 
Theater (now known as the Observatory) that 
had the newly formed band playing alongside 
reggae legend Eek-A-Mouse, as well as the 
Dirty Heads, Mishka, and special guests Rome 
Ramirez and Eric Wilson of Sublime With Rome. 
With Sage Adrian on bass, Mikey Chiara on 
rhythm guitar, Gary Larason on lead guitar and 
backup vocals, Jason Swieso on the keyboards, 
Sean Chaffins on the saxophone, John Seedborg 
on trombone, Mark Paul Meza on drums, and 
Cancun Joey on the turntables, Salazar is finally 


ready to put out some new music. 

Aside from starting a whole new band, Sala¬ 
zar struggled because of previous management 
mishandling of his finances while in his previous 
band. "When I came back, I had no idea where 
my money was, and royalties from my first album 
were nowhere to be seen until about 2006," 
Salazar says. "Starting from the bottom up again 
meant sometimes you got paid for gigs and 
sometimes you didn't. This is why I have waited 
so long to put out new music. I finally lucked out 
when one producer saw me perform at the Santa 
Ana art walk and took an interest in our sound." 

CALI FA are now preparing to release their 
first single, "Give Me Your Love," featuring guest 
appearances from Casey Sullivan of Seed¬ 
less, Moi Juarez of Tomorrow's Bad Seeds and 
Kat Nestel. As production on the single nears 
completion, Salazar has also revealed plans 
to release an EP later this summer. With Bob 
Stewart of Stewart Sound in Santa Ana provid¬ 
ing expert engineering and added production 
coming from Big G Productions, Italix and Diego 
Nunez of Argentina's Hurlingdub, CALI FA are 
sure to impress new ears. 

More recently, CALI FA has performed at 
various events around OC and Long Beach, 
including the first annual Surf City Music Festival 
at Perqs Bar in Huntington Beach, the St. Maria 
Goretti Carnival in Long Beach and the 420 
Summer Soundclash at the House of Blues on 
Sunset Boulevard. 

Salazar's hard work and dedication to rep¬ 
resenting Santa Ana is one of the main factors 
in CALI FA's resurrection. The band continue to 
add new fans with each show they play, while 
keeping Salazar's original supporters coming 
back for more.

EYDIE MCCONNELL 


Avi Zahner talks about his rebirth as a solo artist

A t the beginning of this year, 

Avi Zahner-Isenberg had had 
enough. The 24-year-old Long 
Beach native had already 
experienced a degree of success in his 
music career when he signed a two-album 
deal with Seattle's Sub Pop back in 2010. 
But something wasn’t right for Avi Buf¬ 
falo. When he announced over Facebook 
in January that he was disbanding the 
band aspect of his project, he felt free. 

“I realized gradually that my manage¬ 
ment thought of my creative abilities only 
in their own personal definitions of it, 
began trying to add many restrictions to 
what I felt like doing,” he explains. “They 
convinced me they were leading me down 
the road to creative freedom, but in a very 
manipulative way. I should not have put 
as much trust in someone else. Everything 
I did in the past year and my album was 
compromised by their involvement.” 

He quickly points out how much he 
loved working with Sub Pop and his 
booking agent, but Zahner inherently 
believes the structure of working within 
the conventional music business became 
shackling, stifling what he calls his cre¬ 
ative potential. 

Now a solo artist, Zahner soldiers on, 
but without the “corporate vultures” 
that threatened to take his love of music. 
Though he has played a few shows spo¬ 
radically over the past six months, he says 
he’s as engaged in his music as he’s ever 
been. “As soon as I was out of the whole 
responsibility or obligatory feeling to any¬ 
thing other than my own music, I felt a 
much purer expression in myself of music 


and writing songs, which is something I’ve 
needed for a long time,” he says. “So when 
I bring back my refined music to the pub¬ 
lic world, I think it’s gonna be a lot better.” 

But that doesn’t mean he isn’t stay¬ 
ing busy. On the surface, working with 
his friend Kevin Litrow (Dance Disaster 
Movement, 60 Watt Kid) on the Litronix 
project seems like a departure from what 
fans are used to from the indie rocker. He 
disagrees. “I was in high school when I 
first got into [Litrow’s music],” he says. 

“I love his guitar playing and his reason 
for making music. The places where he 
comes from are meaningful things, and 
his writing about the human experience 
feels very medicinal on an emotional level, 
especially when I was on the road with 
my band—I’d listen to his music.” 

The improvisational nature of the proj¬ 
ect has gotten him back in touch with his 
roots as a session player and has made 
music fun again. It has seen him play 
guitar and work with 20 other musicians, 
added as underdubs and overdubs to help 
explore a sonic space Zahner hasn’t had 
the freedom to for a while. 

As for his solo material, Zahner is still 
getting over his decision to get rid of 
his backing band. He continues to tour 
and record music behind the Avi Buffalo 
name—as well as identify as such. 

“I needed to go off the corporate grid 
because that was what was holding me 
down,” he laments. “I’m back to play¬ 
ing the music I really love and being in 
touch with my songs, and it’s good to 
reconnect with them.”
